| RED CROSS 
INQUIRY - 
“TEETHING TROUBLES. 
BEING IRONED OUT” 


By A Srectat. CORRESPONDENT. 


‘6 ‘TEETHING trou bles,”’ 
which led to differences. 
between divisions in the Irish 
Red Cross a few months ago. 
are being ‘ironed out,” 
many of the difficulties which 
existed in the organisation have 
disappeared. 


THE TROUBLES 


This information was given to me 
yesterday when I visited the head- 
quarters of the Irish Red Cross in 
Dublin to clear up a series of storics 
regarding, the organisation. Some of 
these stories had a foundation ‘n 
truth, others appeared to be exaggera- 
tions of fact,‘ while the officials had 
not heard of some, but promised to 
investigate them. 

The chairman (Mr. Justice Conor 
Maguire) and the General Purposes 
Committee of the organisation have 
been holding an inquiry into some of 
the disagreements and reports which 
have been made, This inquiry met on 
two occasions and is now feporting to 
the Council. The principal troubles 
appear to have arisen between fhe 
Canteen Corps at the Mespil road 
headquarters of the Dublin units and 
some members of the divisions. The 
divisions are staffed by trained’ Red 
Cross workers; the Canteen Corps ‘s 
composed of people who volunteered 
for this special branch of the work. 
After the handling of the Northerr: 
refugees two of the canteen Officers 
resi because of the difficulties 
which they believed were being put in 
their way. Another canteen officer 
said that there was gross insubordina- 
tion on the part of. some of the staff 
over which she had been placed. 
Allegations were also made of some 
““tlightiness’’ on the part. of a few of 
the girls and men; subsequently a 
matron took charge to supervise the 
women workers, It is understood that 
a matron, with disciplinary powers, 
may be appointed to supervise the 
women members of both the Nursing 
Divisions and the Canteen Corps. 


RUMOURS AND 
COMPLAINTS 


The loose-kuit organisation of the 
Red Cross allows units a great deal 
of freedom from intervention by the 
central headquarters, and local county 
headquarters should be able to settle 


Unfortunetely, this has not been 
happening, and was responsible for the 
Dublin inguiry. 

The Transport Section is regarded at 
central headquarters as one o most 
efficient, units, but complaints have 
been ‘heard of ambulances being .sént 
on unnecessary trips. A strict control 
is kept over ambulances, and transport 
trucks have been purchased for general 
work. One man, however, told me that 
when he volunteered for the Transport 
Section he was not asked whether he 
could drive or had a driving licence, | 
and, when he reported for duty, was 
merely handed the keys of an ambul- 
ance. It also was stated that an am- 
bulance was seen parked among cats 
at a dance. Central headquarters said 
that they had no knowledge of this in- 
cident. : 

Discourtesy by members of the 
organisation also has been the subject 
of considerable comment among mem- 
bers of the public, and some people 
who took dethen to Mespil road, when 
an appeal was made for them, were 
ignored and received no thanks from 
anyone—even the Red Cross workers 
supposedly on duty to accept gifts of 
clothing. 


SOCIETY’S FINE WORK 


On the credit side the Red Cross can 
say that it has built up its organisa- 
tion in a remarkably short time, and 
has dealt with difficult problems .t 
short notice, and has trained 18,500 
first aid workers. The organisation 
is functioning satisfactorily, but petty 
local disputes have been talked about 
in such-a manner as to give the Red 
Cross an undesirable publicity. which, 
as a whole, it does not deserve.

SPECIAL MEETING 
ON MONDAY

COMMUNITY kitchens are to 

be the subject of a special 
meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion on y next. , Sean 
Milroy has asked for the meet- 
ing to be held to discuss a report 
of the General Purposes Com- 
mittee on food and fuel supplies 
for the city during the coming 
winter. 


THE REPORT 


The report, which has been circulated 
to members of the Corporation, outlines 
the history of the deputation which met 
the Taoiseach to discuss the food and 
fuel problem on August 18th last, the 
subsequent communications from the 
Department of Locat Government and 
Public Health and a resolution passed 
‘by the Corporation’s General Purposes 
Committee suggesting the amendment 
of the Order empowering the Corpora- 
tion to establish community kitchene. 
This amendment was proposed because 
the Committee felt that any expense 
in connection with the provision of 
the meals should not fall on the rate- 

ayers, hut should be borne by the 
Nationa! Exchequer. 

The question of the cost is a difficult 
one, as the only financial commitment 
which the Government has made is a 
promise to make “a suitable contri- 

ution towarda the cost of equipping 
field kitchens.”” In many quarters the 
idea of field kitchens—except for 
emergency purposes—is disliked, and 
community kitchen people would prefer 
the establishment of a number of 
kitchens (roughiv, on a parish basis), to 
be staffed mainly by voluntary labour. 
These parish kitchens would cost, 
a ximately, £100 each, and should, 
a their establishment, be self- 
supporting. The cost of meals supplied 
to persons in receipt of unemployment 
assistance or public assistance would, 
of course, be defrayed by the respor- 
sible authorities. 


DEPARTMENT'S 


REQUEST 


Mr. J. Collins, of the Départment of 

Local Government, outlined the Govern- 
ment’s views when the’ deputa- 
tion from the Corpofation met 
the Taoiseach. Present resources, 
he said, were capable of producing 
36,000 meals a day. The 
provision of two field kitchens, for 
which authorisation had been given. 
would ineréase the output by about 
50,000 meals. a day. Institutions like, 
the. Vocational Education Committee 
could, if sary, increase the output 
still further. The Government 
authorised the ration to initiate 
the scheme, and meals, would be 
available for all sections of the com- 
munity—payment being. required from 
those whose financial circumstances per- 
mitted it, other persons receiving 
vouchers from the appropriate authority. 
Subsequently, as reported in the 
Trish Times some weeks ago, the 
Department of Local Government re- 
quested the Corporation to make 
arrangements with existing bodies to 
supply meals to poor persons on a non- 
profit basis, to erect field kitchens 
(equipment being obtained through the 
Department of Defence); make 
arrangements with private firms who 
would permit their canteen equipment 
to be used for communal kitchens; } 
select, distributing centre, and arrange 
for transport from field kitchens to 
distributing centres. 
The Department announced that it 
would be prepared to make a suitable 
contribution towards the cost of equip.

When Winter. Comes 


The weather of*the past. few days has 
been noticeably colder, and even well-to-do 
people, if they neglected to lay in stocks 
of fuel when it wa. available a few months 
agó, are beginning: to appreciate what a 
shortage of coal’ and ‘turf will entail in 
the way of discomfort. Already they 
suspect, or ought to suspect, that the roar- 
ing fires and hot baths of last winter will 
be few and far between during the months 
to come. A lac!: of roaring fires and hot 
baths, however,’ in the houses of the well- 
to-do will be the mildest consequence of a 
scarcity of fuel. The real trouble will 
start when—as seems certain to happen 
unless the Government has a surprise 
up’ its sleeve—the supply of gas and 
electricity begins to fail; for the question 
then will; not be one of warmth, but of 
hunger. ‘Except in the very poorest 
quarters of this city—whigh have’ been 
suffering cruelly from the lack of fuel 
for several weeks past—virtually every 
meal is cooked, every pot of tea is boiled, 
by means of gas or electricity; and both 
the gas and the eiectricity services depend 
on coal or turf. Clearly, these services 
must have the first call on whatever 
supplies of fuel may be available. Two 
months ago, at least, they published 
warnings against wastage, and hinted at 
the certainty of a.rationing system before 
very long. The threat has not been 
followed up. Is it conceivable that the 
situation is better than they were 1]-1 
then to expect, or, alternatively, is it 
not high time that a scheme of rationing 
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the Soviet’s main manufacturing centres, 
which specialises in the production of 
tanks.

The Russian 
bulletins make no attempt to minimise 
the gravity of the position in the Ukraine, 
which, they say, has been created by the 
Germans’ utter disregard for their own 
losses. It seems that General von Runstedt 
has sacrificed enormous numbers of men 
and quantities of material in his frontal 
attacks on Kiev, apart altogether from 
what the encircling movement has cost; 
and the official German spokesman in 
Berlin yesterday is reported to have 
deplored these losses, justifying them on 
the ground that rapid victories are bound 
to save lives in the long run. The losses 
on the Russian side also have been 
appalling. The Germans claim almost 
one and a half million in prisoners alone; 
but Russia’s man-power is almost inex- 
haustible. What is likely to worry 
Marshal Voroshilov is not so much the 
loss of men as the tremendous wastage of 
material. 

While Marshal Budenny’s forces are 
having a bad time in the Ukraine, Russian 
reports suggest that on other parts of the 
great front the Soviet armies at least aro 
holding their own. In the north Leningrad 
continues to defy the sustained assaults 
of Ritter von Leeb’s shock troops. In 
view of the general strategic position, it 
is difficult to see how the city can hold 
out, much longer; but the Russians are 
defanding it with fanatical bravery, and

The rationing of fuel—in the 
form of gas and electricity, as well as 
coal and turf—will help; in fact, it 
ought to release a little more coal and 
turf for the domestic consumer, and, in 
particular, for the poor consumer. 
Another, and most effective, means for 
the saving of fuel will be the early 
establishment and popularising of com- 
munity kitchens, 

The Corporation wil] meet on Monday 
to discuss the progress of its “ cooked 
meals service.’” We hope that it will not 
waste time in arguments about who is to 
foot: the bill, but, instead, will give the 
scheme its hearty blessing, and will 
instruct Miss Patricia Byrne, who has 
been chosen as director, to go ahead with- 
out further delay. Useful work has been 
done by public-spirited citizens since the 
Corporation last. discussed the subject: 
our: pages have chronicled the establish- 
ment, or the projected establishment, 
of quite a number of “ parish~’ or 
‘community ” kitchens during the past 
few weeks. These, however, are only a 
fraction of what will be ‘needed, and the 
Corporation must make up its mind to 
act quickly, Its task is .to encourage and 
organise the formation of dozens of other 
kitchens on the model of those already 
existing, before the winter comes and the 
people find themselves without means to 
cook their food. There is no need of 
hysteria, but, likewise, there is no time 
to be lost—and there is: no necessity to 
lose time. If a few. private. people, or 
a parish council, can organise a kitchen, 
there is no reason why the = Cor- 
poration cannot: organise dozens. If 
it dallies, people will die of hunger. 
At the present moment there is not 
enough fuel in the slum areas of Dublin 
to boil water for the babies’ bottles in 
dozens of tenement rooms, with the result 
that babies are dying of diarrhea, and 
people, who can just afford to buy food, 
are going hungry because they cannot 
cook it. If the shortage of fuel continues, 
it is not only in the slum areas that 
people will suffer; tens of thousands will 
have to go short of food in a city that 
is full of it. The creation of a wide- 
spread scheme of community. kitchens will 
take an enormous strain off the gas and 
electricity services, because food can be 
cooked for a thousand people in such a 
centre at a fraction of the fuel expendi- 
ture that would be needed to cook it in 
their separate homes. We are confident 
that sufficient fuel will be saved by the 
use of such kitchens to provide the people 
with a sufficient ration of coal or turf 
to create, at least, a nightly glow of 
warmth in their homes. Without them, 
the drain upon our dwindling fuel 
supplies is bound to result in one of the 
worst crises in this nation’s career, 


Kiev and After 

The latest news from the Russian front 
indicates that the Germans, after nearly 
fourteen weeks of ferocious fighting, have 
gained a substantial success. Yesterday 
the Moscow commentator admitted that 
the German troops: had penetrated some 
of the fortifications of ‘Kiev, capital of 
the Ukraine, and afterwards the Germans 
announced, with the usual fanfare of 
trumpets, that the Swastika was flying 
from the citadel of this ancient city. For 
some time past it has been evident that | 
Kiev was in the gravest danger. Pursuing 
their now familiar technique, the Germans 
had , sought to surround the city by & 
vast “ pincers” movement. General von 
Runstedt, on the one side, and General 
von :Bock, on the other, had left Kiev in 
their rear, reaching Konotop and Kremen- 
chug, respectively. Now they are reported 
to have joined forces, thus completing the 
encirclement of Kiev, which has been 
captured after a ‘terrific struggle and at 
a cost to the German Army which only its 
High Command can compute. Kiev, in

im"roving in the Smolensk area, where 


Ae Germans are’ reported to have lost 
twelve thousand men during the last few 
days. At Odessa, Russian resistance also 
seems to be as resolute as ever, and, 
although the Germans declare that they 
have isolated the Crimea, Moscow ex- 
presses complete confidence in the outcome 
of the fighting. An interesting sidelight 
on the general situation is given by Mr. 
Ralph Ingersoll], the well-known American 
publicist, who has arrived in Ankara 
from Russia. Mr. Ingersoll has had an 
opportunity to study conditions in Russia 
at first hand, and, in his view, the Soviets 
are in a strong position. The moral of 
the Russian people, he declares, is 
‘spectacularly good,” adding, in his 
picturesque idiom, that it is “ just plain 
cocky.’ Certainly, so far as can be judged 
from outside, there is no sign of a Russian 
collapse either in the army or behind the 
lines. One of the most remarkable features 
of the whole campaign is the apparently 
complete absence of refugees from the 
roads. In Holland, Belgium, and, above 
all, in France, the cluttering up of the 
highways by millions of civilian fugitives 
interfered gravely with the proper deploy- 
ment of the defending troops; but civilian 
discipline in Russia seems to be so good 
that there has been no difficulty in this 
respect. The campaign now is ih its 
fourth month—a short time in comparison 
with past campaigns, but a record in the 
history of the Blitzkrieg. The Germans 
have achieved impressive successes from 
the territorial point of view, and, if they 
succeed in the investment of the Donetz 
basin, a heavy blow will have been dealt 
at Russia’s war potential. On the other 
hand, even the German Army cannot 
afford unlimited losses either in men or 
in material. Their sacrifices during the 
last few weeks must have been stupendous ; 
but they are playing for colossal stakes, 
and seem to be ready to take equally big 
risks in their bid for victory. 


The Petro] Problem 


During recent months the amount of 
petrol available in the twenty-six counties 
has been sufficient to permit of a certain 
mileage of pleasure motoring without any 
qualms of conscience on the part of the 
users. Amateur statisticians have shown 
that the cost of private motoring is 
relatively high when the number of miles 
that can be covered on the basic ration are 
set against the cost of the fuel, insurance, 
licence duty and incidental expenses; so 
that, if the motorist is a privileged 
member of the community, he is paying 
heavily for his occasional independence of 
public transport undertakings. It should 
be borne in mind that such independence 
only is occasional; for the basic. petrol 
ration is so small that it provides for but 
a portion of the travelling done by ninety- 
nine in every hundred. Critics of the 
emergency motorist may claim that the 
petrol being used for recreation and 
pleasure could be much more advan- 
tageously employed. To a certain extent 
that may be true. The contribution of 
the private motorist to the country’s 
exchequer, however, is a matter that must 
concern the Minister for Finance, whose 
problems would be increased if he had to 
do without the revenue produced by the 
road tax. There is, unfortunately, a 
‘graver problem than the loss that the 
exchequer would suffer if. all private 
motoring ceased. It seems that there is 
plenty of fuel in the country, in the forms 
of both turf and logs, but shortage of 
petrol prevents its transport to ‘Dublin, 
where fireless grates are likely to be the 
lot:of many families before the winter is 
out. Every day the complaint is heard 
from firms with firewood to sell that they 
cannot obtain the petrol to carry it to 
Dublin. It is important that petrol should 
be made available for those firms. Actually, 
allowances are being granted by the 
Department of Supplies, but it seems that 
thero is little supervision to ensure that 
the petrol supplied is put to the appro- 
priate purpose. Either a portion of the 
petrol intended for the transport of turf 
and logs is being used for other purposes 
or the allowances granted’ are inadequate. 
The Government, doubtlessly, is giving a 
great deal of thought to the matter of the 
winter’s fuel supply; but is there any

Trinity Flowers 


The sweeping success of the Trinity 
Hall exhibits at this year’s private show 
of the Royal Horticultural Society of Ire- 
land recalls the work done by one of 
Dublin’s most enthusiastic horticulturists, 
the late Miss Marjorie Cunningham, the 
former Warden of the Hall.

There were no exhibits from 
Trinity Hall at that exhibition, and all 
the gardener had to do was to enjoy a 
glorious week of flower inspecting and 
seeing the sights of London. 

_This gardener, Thomas Calthorpe, a 
Waterford man, formerly gardener at 
Dunsany Castle, gratefully recalled this 
visit when I spoke to him at the recent 
flower show.

The Greatest Cricketer 


Who was the greatest cricketer of all 
time? Popular opinion will probably 
answer Dr. W. G. Grace, but if you ask a 
Yorkshireman he wil! plump without 
hesitation for George Hirst, whose 70th 
birthday has recently bee publicly 
acknowledged by a special broadcast by 
the B.B.C. 

Hirst is certainly the greatest 
rounder ever turned out by that great 
cricketing county of Yorkshire. Figures 
are sometimes misleading at cricket, but 
there can be no cavil at instancing Hirst's 
feat of scoring over 1,000 runs and taking 
over 100 wickets in no fewer than 14 
seasons. 

His great triumph came in 1906, when 
he set up the remarkable record that mar 
never be beaten of scoring over 2,000 runs 
and taking over 200 wickets. 

He played in 21 Tests for England, 
but his greatest performance against the 
Australians. and, perhaps, the greatest of 
his career, was when, at Leeds, for York- 
shire, on a perfect batting wicket against 
a team that included Victor Trumper, 
M. A. Noble and Clem Hill, he took fire 
wickets for nine runs and, with the he!p 
of Sir F. S. Jackson, routed one of the 
strongest touring teams that erer visited 
England for 23 runs..

yIDNEY ROYSE LYSAGHT 

S died recently at his home Ted 

Cork, was a cultured, much- 
travelled, Irish country gentieman, He 
had travelled far in his long life, not 
only in the countries of the world 
hut also the countries of the mind. 
Before I read, as I did a few davs 
ago, that he was known to his friend 
(;eorge Meredith, the novelist, and that 
circle, fifty years ago and more, as 
“ The Pilgrim,” I had thought that 
his life more fittingly than most lives 
could be called a pilgrimage. He had 
a quest, an unknown port, an undis- 
covered shore towards which he was 
for ever sailing, This theme runs 
through all his poetry, through his 
essays, and through the strange poetic 
drama on the Wandering Jew, which 
was the product of his old age. He 
had a questioning, inquiring spirit, see- 
ing beauty in everything and every- 
body on his road, but weighing and 
balancing all, and finding no certainty 


in anything.

Although his novels are in the main 
concerned with Ireland, his poems are 
not, and the only mention of Ireland 
in the books of poems is a footnote 
saying that the country described, 
their background, is South-West Ire- 
land. 

His literary career started with the 
publication of “ The Marplot "in 1895, 
a novel in the old-fashioned three 
volumes. It was a success—all his 
novels were in their time—three 
editions in its first ger and many 
welcoming reviews. think most of 
us would find it difficult to read in 
these days, for it is very much the 
dated ‘‘society’’ novel of that time, 
or perhaps of ten or fifteen years 
earlier. George Meredith wrote of it 
before publication to Lysaght; “ Your 
rewriting improved the book, but it 
would do little for the story, because 
of an inorganic conception.’ 


At Samoa 


In 1894 Lysaght, who was then 
travelling on business for his relatives 
reat iron foundry, visited Hobert 
ga Stevenson in the South Sea 
Island of Samoa bearing a letter of 
introduction from George Meredith. 
Stevenson and himself became close 
friends at sight, and he stayed a week 
in Stevenson’s house. Later when he 
had left the island Stevenson wrote to 
George Meredith: “I find myself 
telling myself, *O, I must tell this to 
Lysaght.”’* Lysaght, who was a great 
admirer of Stevenson’s work, became a 
hero-worshipper of the man, He wrote 
of Stevenson: : : 
“It is difficult to write of him 
critically or without enthusiasm. He 
seemed to be the most inspiring 
comrade that ever put hope into his 
fellows, the most courteous gentle- 
man that ever conferred a favour 
while seeming to ask one, and the 
most heroic spirit that ever fought, 
and fought to win with a good heart, 
against desperate odds.’*

INTHE WAR “ 


BY OUR MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. —

T question is constantly asked, 
heavily involved in Russia—it is 


not possible for the Allies’ to organise 
a relief-offensive to intensify the two- 
front war. At present the British are 


doing this with their Air Force, and 
the value of this must not by any 
means be under-estimated, Ajrcraft, 
however, cannot stay put, and so we 
see from time to time advocated enter- 
prises of a more permanent nature— 
something entailing the putting ashore 
of an Allied force at some point in the 
occupied countries. 

“Now, expeditions of that kind are 
much easier said than done. This, of 
course, does not apply to small-scale, 
quick-result raids—like the two on the 
Norwegian coast early this year, and 
that quite recently on Spitzbergen. 
This type is defimtely worth while, 
every time that a suitable abjective 
can be found, and that the prospects 
of success are reasonably promising. 
In view of the great and steadily in- 
creasing naval superiority of Britain 
and her Allies on all the outer coasts 
of Europe, the only limit to the number 
of these should be lack of suitable 
objectives. The underlying principle 
has thus been admirably expressed by 
Admiral Richmond, the most notable 
of British naval authors: “ The 
importance of not confining defence to 
passive measures, but resorting to 
every means by which to injure his 
preparations, damage his harbours, cut 
off his supplies, threaten him with 
attack in some other part, or destroy 
his means of transport, both in shi 
and seamen, stands out throughout the 
record from the Elizabethans to 
Chatham and Nelson.” Under to-day's 
conditions the réle of air forces in this 
context is obvious. 


THE DIFFICULTIES 


When we come to consider the other 
type of expedition—the large-scale 
landing usually understood by critics— 
we must again quote Admiral Rich- 
mond. This time he warns against: 
“The vices of extemporisation and in- 
sufficient preparation, both material 
and moral, which have so often either 
ruined or marred British conjunct 
expeditions. since the seventeenth cen- 
tury.’’ Modern technical  develop- 
ments have certainly not made such 
enterprises more easy, for it is more 
dificult to land a tank than a boat- 
load of infantry. At the same time, 
modern conditions have compensations, 
such as putting ashore covering parties 
by surprise from submarines or aircraft. 
Provided there is not extemporisation 
and that preparations are adequate the 
thing can be done, beyond question. 

It is not, however, enough to get 
the force ashore. If the e ition is 
a large one it must be able to stay 
ashore and serve as the nucleus for 
a permanent 
wasted effort, and the small, pin- 
pricking type is better. It is not easy 
to find a suitable debarking point for, 
say, a reinforced division. No doubt, 
such points exist; but very careful 
scrutiny is required. Again, just now 
it might not be possible or advisable 
permanently to set aside the transport 
vessels for such a force. Tonnage as 
yet is not as plentiful as all that. The

Finally, it 
will have been observed that, of late, 
such expressions appear in communiqués 
as: ' though the weather last night 
was again unfavourable . . .”

the navigation of the big bombers: 
rather is it the location of targets and 
aiming of bombs that are interfered with. 

For all these reasons it is clear that 
no such increased aerial offensive is 
possible as to win the war by itself. 


AMERICAN AID 

Nor—surprising though it may seem 
to some—would active participation by 
the United States make the difference 
immediately. Fairly reliable 
gures for American first-line aircraft 
some months ago gave 4,000 for the 
Army and 3,250 for the Navy. There 
was ineach case a considerable number 
of reserve pilots—while, of course, the 
strength of all has since been steadily 
increasing. The great bulk, however, 
of American naval aviation would 
never be available against Germany. 
It would always, just as in the case 
of the surface craft, have to remain in 
the Pacific. Even in the case of the 
Army aircraft, very important indents 
would have to be made for the Pacific 
coast of the Union, for Alaska, 
Panama, Hawaii and the Philippines. 

Clearly, then, it is quite impossible 
for the Allies to achieve a decisive 
victory by aerial means alone. That 
is only possible when the opposing 
aviation is so much weaker that it 
is virtually beaten out of the sky— 
and even then the aerial attack must 
be followed up by something more 
solid—something that can ‘‘seize and 
hold.”” But, obviously, things are 
very far from that: there is no ques- 
tion of a one-sided air war at the 
moment. The most that can be said 
is that local superiority belongs here 
to one side and there to the other.
